Thirty Insurgents Bite the Dust— 
Three Americans Killed and 
Several Wounded—Detailed 
Account of the Advance. 


Manila, March 14.—Gen. Wheaton at- | 


tacked and, captured. the city of Pasig, 
east of Manila, Monday afternoon. The 
enemy made a stand for an hour, but 
at the end of that time were forced: to 
retreat. The loss of the Filipinos was 
30 killed and 16 prisoners.

The Advance. 


Manila, March 14.— At daylight | 
Monday, Brig. Gen... Lloyd Wheat- 
on's divisional brigade, consist- 


ing of the, Twentieth United States 
infantry, the Twenty-second infantry, 
eight companies of the Washington 
volunteers, seven companies of the Ore- 
gon volunteers, three troops of the 
Fourth United States cavalry and a 
mounted battery of the Sixth artil- 
lery, was drawn up on a ridge behind 
San Pedro Macati, a mile south of the 
town. 

The advance was sounded at 6:30 a. 
m., the cavalry leading the column, at 
a smart trot, across the open to the 
right, eventually reaching a clump, 
commanding the rear of Guadalupe. 

Supported by the Oregon volunteers, 
the advance force opened a heavy fire 
on the rebels. The response was feeble 
and desultory, apparently coming from 
handfuls of men in every covert. 

While the right column was swing- 


ing towards the town of Pasig, they 
advanced, and poured volleys into the 


bush. 7 

A small body of rebels made a deter- 
mined stand at Guadalupe church, but 
the enemy was unable to withstand 
the assault. 

At 7:30.a. m. a river gunboat started 
towards Pasig. The rebels were first. 
encountered by this vessel in the 
jungle near Guadalupe... Steaming 
slowly, the gunboat poured a terrific 
fire from her gatling guns into the 


` brush. For all of an hour, the whir- 


ring of the rapid-fire guns alternated 
vith the booming of the heavier pieces 
on beard. 


In‘ the meantime Scott’s battery 


ashore was. shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy back. The artillery 


then advanced to the ridge of bam- 
boo and drove a few of the enemy’s 
sharpshooters away with volleys from 
The artillery then ad- 
vanced and met with little opposition. 
In the meantime the infantry had been 
sent forward in extended order, the 
Washington regiment resting on the 
bank of the river, each regiment. de- 
ploying on reaching its station and 
furnishing its own supports. 

The entire column then wheeled to- 
wards the river, driving the enemy to- 
wards his supports, and then ad- 
vanced on Guadalupe, 

The artillery moved to a ridge com- 
manding Pasig and Parteros. By this 
time the enemy was in full flight along 
a line over a mile long and the firing 
was discontinued temporarily, in or- 
der to give the troops a rest before mak- 
ing the attack on Pasig. 

The enemy’s loss was believed to be 
severe, but only eight Americans were 
wounded. At this stage of the engage- 
ment it was raining heavily. 

After a short rest Gen. Wheaton re- 
sumed the attack on Pasig. 

Scott’s battery, supported by two 
companies of.the Twentieth regiment, 
advanced on Guadalupe by the road 
along the river bank, the remainder of 
the Twentieth regiment and the Twen-

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SEEKING THE TRUTH. 


Court of Inquiry Hears More Wit- 
nesses in Chicago. 


MANY INTERESTING FACTS LEARNED, 


Gen. Miles?’ Representative, Major 
Lee, Closely Questions Those Who 
Testify and Scores a Number 
of Important Points. 


Chicago, March 14.—During an un- 
usually lively and interesting session 
of the war inquiry board in the Pull- 
man building Monday morning, con- 
siderable information was secured re- 
garding canned beef, dressed beef, and 


scriptions of the tortuous channels 
and processes through which the food 


passes before it is served to the sol-. 


dier or civilian. 
Maj. Lee, representing Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, brought out several facts 


| which he evidently considers good ma- 


terial for the substantiation of the 
accusations made by the commander- 
in-chief regarding army beef. The 
major was accused by Judge Advocate 
Davis of wasting the valuable time of 
the board, and he arose and vigorously 
disputed the statement, and went on 
with his questions. 

Gen. Miles’ agent was successful in 
having the following facts spread upon 
the records of the board: 

That tests were made in the stock 
yards last summer as to the preserva- 
tive effect of certain chemicals on 
fresh beef. 

That there are slaughter-houses out- 
side the yards where it is possible to 
drive lumpy-jawed cattle and stock 
otherwise diseased and 
killed. It is also possible to place this 
meat on the market. 

It is possible for packers to remove 
meat from the rendering tanks where 
diseased meat has been placed after be- 
ing condemned without the knowledge 
of the inspectors, 

Inspectors do not know for eure 


‘What is in the cans of “roast” beef. 


They know they are supposed to. be 
filled with meat which has been passed 
as wholesome in the killing rooms. 
There are no inspectors stationed in 
the canning department.’

Washington, March 14. — Secretary 
Long has received a letter from Rear 
Admiral Sampson, in which the admir- 
al,after referring to the allegations that 
the list of officers recommended for pro- 
motion for gallantry off Santiago had 
failed of confirmation because it in- 
cluded his name, asked the secretary to 
immediately reappoint these officers 
omitting his own name.

The Advance, ; 

Manila, March 14. — At daylight 
Monday, Brig. Gen.. Lloyd Wheat- 
on’s divisional brigade, consist- 
ing of the, Twentieth United States 
infantry, the Twenty-second infantry, 
eight companies of the Washington 
volunteers, seven companies of the Ore- 
gon volunteers, three troops of the 
Fourth United States cavalry and a 
mounted battery of the Sixth artil- 
lery, was drawn up on a ridge behind 
San Pedro Macati, a mile south of the 
town. 

The advance was sounded at 6:30 a. 
m., the cavalry leading the column, at 
a smart trot, across the open to the 
right, eventually reaching a clump, 
commanding the rear of Guadalupe. 

Supported by the Oregon volunteers, 
the advance force opened a heavy fire 
on the rebels. The response was feeble 
and desultory, apparently coming from 
handfuls of men in every covert. 

While the right column was swing- 


ing towards the town of Pasig, they 


advanced, and poured volleys into the 
bush. | 

A small body of rebels made a deter- 
mined stand at Guadalupe church, but 
the enemy was unable to withstand 
the assault. 

At 7:30.a. m. a river gunboat started 
towards Pasig. The rebels were first 
encountered by this vessel in the 
jungle near Guadalupe... Steaming 
slowly, the gunboat poured a terrific 
fire from her gatling guns into the 


. brush. For all of an hour, the whir- 


ring of the rapid-fire guns alternated 
vith the booming of the heavier pieces 
on beard. 


In‘ the meantime Scott’s battery 


| ashore was shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy back.. The artillery 


then advanced to the ridge of bam- 
boo and drove a few of the enemy’s 
sharpshooters away with volleys from 


‘their carbines. The artillery then ad- 


vanced and met with little opposition. 
In the meantime the infantry had been 
sent forward in extended order, the 
Washington regiment resting on the 
bank of the river, each regiment. de- 
ploying on reaching its station and 
furnishing its own supports. 

The entire column then wheeled to- 
wards the river, driving the enemy to- 
wards his supports, and then ad- 
vanced on Guadalupe, 

The artillery moved to a ridge com- 
manding Pasig and Parteros. By this 
time the enemy was in full flight along 
a line over a mile long and the firing 
was discontinued temporarily, in or 
der to give the troops a rest. before mak- 
ing the attack on Pasig. 

The enemy’s loss was believed to be 
severe, but only eight Americans were 
wounded. At this stage of the engage- 
ment it was raining heavily. 

After a short rest Gen. Wheaton re- 
sumed the attack on Pasig. 

Scott’s battery, supported by two 
companies of.the Twentieth regiment, 
advanced on Guadalupe by the road 
along the river bank, the remainder of 
the Twentieth regiment and the Twen- 
ty-second regiment following with the 
reserve of the Oregon volunteers. 

At 11:30 a. m. the column came in 
contact with the enemy anda gunboat 
steamed to the firing line and cleared 
the jungle on both sides, while the bat- 
tery took up a position on a bluff at the 
right. The first shot from the Ameri- 
can field preces, at 1,200 yards range, 
dislodged a gun of the enemy at Pasig. 
After the town had been shelled, the 
Twentieth regiment lined up on the 
biuff and the Twenty-second took up a 
position on the left. of the place with 
the cavalry in the center, whereupon 
the enemy retreated to the town. The 
gunboat then moved into a bend oppo- 
site, and a hot fire on the rebel position 
was maintained along the whole Amer- 
ican line until 2:20 p. m., when prepara: 
tions were made for the attack. — 

At three p. m. our gunboat started in 
pursuit of the enemy’s armed tug, 
chasing her to the lake. | 

At 3:30 p. m. a large body of the ene- 
my was discovered working around our 
right flank, and the Twentieth regi- 
ment was moved to a commanding 
ridge. The rebels were met opposite 
Pateros, but the enemy bolted. .

The trip is 
made via the Atlantic coast line and the 
Plant system aboard a splendid train of 
Pullman cars, perfect in equipment with 
every provision for the comfort and 
safety of the party.

IMPERIAL FORCES DEFEATED: 


Chinese Rebels’ Numbering 20,000 


March Against and Capture 
City of Shouchan., 


Tacoma, Wash., March 14. — The 
steamship Victoria brings news from 
Nankin that 10,000 Chinese rebels have 
crossed the Anhui borders into Honan, 
there joining the rebels, their combined 
forces numbering over 20,000. Thus 
combined, they marched against and 
captured Shouchan, the second city of 
the Anhui, badly defeating Gen. Kuo 
and the imperial forces. They secured 
large quantities of arms and have sent 
out a body of raiders inte Honan to se- 
cure ammunition. The telegraph lines 
in North Anhui have been cut and the 
imperial troops are gradually being 
hemmed in. The latter have reoccupied 
but not captured Kuyang. Five hun- 
dred rebels and many soldiers were 


killed in the battle in North Kiangsu 


between the rebels and combined forces 
of Gens. Kuo, Wu and Liu. Several 
rebel leaders were taken, but the main 
body of the rebels escaped and started 
for Anhui.

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Of Football Will be Played 
With Chicago. 


A Combination of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin and Illinois Has Been Formed to 
Fight Stagg’s Dictatorial Policy. 


Word was received here last night to 
the effect that Stagg, the big I-am of 
Chicago university athletics, had con- 
tracted with Brown university for a 
football game in Chicago on Thanks- 
giving day, which is, and has been, sup- 
pesed to be reserved for Michigan. 

During the recent conference between 
Managers Baird and Stagg, the Mich- 
igan man did not want to continue the 
equal division scheme in Chicago for 
three years more as suggested by Stagg. 
Baird wanted to alternate Detroit with 
Chicago, but the Midway university 
would not listen to it. Michigan will 
possibly play the Carlisle Indians on 
Thanksgiving day, perhaps in Chicago. 

Michigan has been going to Chicago 
for its Thanksgiving day games with 
Chicago university every fall for six 
years now. Financial considerations 
largely have been the ones which have 
dictated the placing of this game in 
the big city of the West. ‘Those con- 
siderations are still ‘weighty, but will 
not. continue to be so much so in the 
future. 

Stagg has been getting rather ‘“up- 
pish” the past year. His Chicago uni- 
versity treasury is full to overfiowing 
because of the great popularity nowa- 
days of anything in the nature of col- 
lege sport in the western metropolis. 
He has been arguing 'to the other west- 
ern universities that Chicago university 
was specially favored in having so big 
a city to draw upon, and in being so 
centrally located. He thinks the other 
fellows should come.to him, not he to 
them. That is, the majority of the 
games should be played in Chicago, and 
furthermore, Chicago university should 
make more money out of them than the 
teams which do the visiting. 

As soon as the telegram announcing 
the Chicago-Brown game was received 
here, the newspaper correspondents im- 
mediately called upon Manager Baird, 
who forthwith hastened to the home 
of Prof. Pattengill, and after a three 
hours’ conference could only give out 
that it Was no surprise to the board of 
control that Chicago had refused to 
play Michigan. The whole trouble 
arises from the fact that Chicago, ow- 
ing to her geographical location, de- 
manded a different division of receipts 
than the former equal sharing. This 
Michigan refused, and in a conférence 
with President Adams, of Wisconsin, 
and Draper, of Illinois, Prof. Pattengzill 
signed the following contract: 

Resolved, That we mutually agree not 
to hold athletic relations with any uni- 
versity which shall insist upon an in- 
equa.ity of right and privileges with any 
of our number in any class of athletic 
sports. This agreement shall be inter- 
preted to mean equal rights to deter- 
mine where games are to be played and 
equal division of the net income from all 
such games. But it shall not apply te 
games already contracted for.

ART LECTURE, 


From modern America to madieval 
Italy seems a long step,- but Mr. Lati- 
mer, in his lecture on Botticelli Mon- 
day evening, showed that the early mas- 
ter of whom he was speaking was near- 
ér to recent art feeling than many later 
painters.

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COMING HOME FROM CUBA, 


All Volunteers Except Immunes Will 
Be Back By May 1. 

WASHINGTON, March 13,.—The war 
department has determined to muster 
out and bring home all the volunteers. 
in Cuba with the exception of the volun- 
teer engineers and immunes. The ne- 
cessity for immediate action has been 
brought to the attention of the 
war department on account of the quar- 
antine regulations against Cuba which 
go into effect about the first of May, 
and which are especially strict at all 
southern ports. : 

“When the troops are brought to this 
country, they must under the law be 
in the United States 
camps, and they no doubt will ‘be 
brought to camps nearest their homes. 
It is desired also to have them brought 
to places where fumigating can be done, 
and it is possible that troops for north- 
ern states may be brought to Montauk 
and Camp Wikoff again be established, 
although the present intention is to 
have ail northern troops sent to Camp 
Meade in Pennsylvania. 


A CRANK 


Threatens the Life of Presi- 
dent McKinley 


And is Arrested Through Advices 


Given by Dr. Angell, to Whom the 
Insane Man Wrote His Threats. 


It is possible that President Angell 
has saved the country from _ being 
plunged into another period of nourn- 
ing similar to that when Guiteau took 
the life of President. Garfield. 

For some time back he has been re- 
ceiving letters from a man named Mul- 
ler, living in Montreal, and apparently 
a well educated German. Dr. Angell 
had no personal acquaintance with 
Muller, and the latter corresponded 
with him probably because he has been 
a public man. 
Dr. Angell’s assitance in getting him 
into some public institution. He said in 
his letters that he had been wounded 
in the war and was suffering from. epi- 
lepsy. Soon his ietters developed the 
fact that he became insane from the 
disease. He said that President Mc- 
Kinley had promised to help him and 
so had Foraker, but they had accom- 
plished nothing. His letters grew more 
and more bitter against the president 
of the United States, anid the Jast one 
that Dr. Angell received eontained a 
tacit threat against the life of McKin- 
ley. Dr. Angell deemed it wise to for- 
ward this to Secretary Hay so that the 
felolw could be arrested if he ever 
reached Washington. Dr. Angell re- 
ceived word today that Muller had been 
taken into custody on the grounds that 
he was a dangerous crank. 

Dr. Angell says that he has received 
at least a peck of letters from Muller 
on the subject, but he has destroyed all 
but the last one, which went to Wash- 
ington. .

Got the Renewal of the Post- 
office Lease. 


Senator McMillan Simply Said That 


He Desired It Very Much and the 
Document Was Signed. 


Correspondent Miller, of the Detroit 
News, sends the following inside history 
of the renewal of the lease of the post- 


‘Office in this city: 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Many in- 
cidents are related here to illusirate 
the influence of Senator MeMillan with 
this administration, but none is better 
than. the one relative to the recent visit 
to Washington of Junius E. Beai, cf 
Ann Arbor. As thé story goes, Post- 
office Inspector Eugene Parsall walked 
in on Mr. Beal in the University city 
not so very long ago and said: 

“Mr. Beal, you are getting $1,590 a 
year from the government for this 
building we are using here as a post- 
office. A thousand is enough. You 
come down to that right now or I'll go 
out on the street and holler for a build- 
ing that we can get for $1,000.” 

Beal was pretty well knocked out by 
this proposition, but after considerable 
argument he induced Parsall to hold 
the matter in abeyance for a couple of 
Two hours later Beal was on 
the cars bound for Washington. He 
went to the postoffice department and 
passed down the line from the post'mas- 
ter-general to the janitor, but always 
with the cry of economy ringing in his 
ears and no promise offered to keep 
the Ann Arbor rent up to $1.500. He 
then reported to Senator McMillan, The 
senator told him. to be at the postoffice 
department the next morning at il 
o’clock. He was there, sharply on time, 
and so was the senator, Together they 
bearded the lion of economy in his den. 

“It is impossible!” was the greeting 
they received. “We must cut down 
these expenses, and we positively can- 
hot dor” 

-At this point the senator reached over 
and took the lapel of the coat of the 
august representative of the govern- 
ment between his thumb and finger and 
drew him gently toward him. 

“I want this thing doné very much,” 
he said, and that was about all he did 
say, of importance. 

The postoffice department said it 
hadn’t understood that Mr. Beal con- 
templated making some repairs, and 
that, well, .an inspector wond go over 
the ground again. f 

Mr. Beal went home ani a little later 
Inspector Parsall made another visit, 
during which Mr. Beal showed him. the 
improvements he had in.mind. When 
he went away he left with Mr. Beal a 
glittering and newly executed 10-year 
lease for the Beal building for $1,800 a 
year.

There is a large sugar mill near here’ 


which has been Kept running allthrough 
the war. It has a capacity of two tons 
raw sugar daily. It is put up in 330 Ib. 
bags, and at present it is sold to the re- 
fineries at 2 and 214 cents per pound 
(quite. a margin for refiners). Refuse 
cane takes the place of coal and wood 
for fuel, and at this place is fed into 
fire boxes automatically from crushers. 
They emiploy from 300 to 400 natives, 
paying from 18 to 50 cents per day and 
board themselves, and 12 hours to the 
day. Tobacco of a superior brand is 
grown. in this province in large quanti- 
ties, one planter realizing $2.50 per Ib. 
for entire crop. , 

Dr. Frank Alonzo, a Spaniard edu- 
cated in the United States and’a repre- 
sentative business man here and in 
Havana for the past ten years, in an- 
swer to my query, “Are the Cubans 
capable of self-government?” answered, 
“No.” The ‘business men, which con-' 
stitute both the better class of Cubans 
and Spaniards, ‘want American admin- 
istration. The American government 
has already reduced the tax levy 20,000,- 
000 of loddars for the people. 

There is much more to be done. The 
municipal officers of each town have 
(and exercise that power here at pres- 
ent) power. to collect toll or tax on. ev- 
erything bought in the city for sale. 
Here it amounts to a per capita tax of 
$1, and which no doubt will be abol- 
ished when affairs are understood and 
our ‘government takes the helm.

And is Arrested Through Advices 
Given by Dr. Angell, to Whom the 
Insane Man Wrote His Threats. 


It is possible that President Angell 
has saved the country from being 
plunged into another period of mourn- 
ing similar to that when Guiteau took 
the life of President. Garfield. 

For some time back he has been re- 
ceiving letters from a man named Mul- 
ler, living in Montreal, and apparently 
a well educated German. Dr. Angell 
had no personal acquaintance with 
Muller, and the latter corresponded 
with him probably because he has been 
a public man. 
Dr. Angell’s assitance in getting him. 
into some public institution. He said in 
his letters that he had been wounded 
in the war and was suffering from. epi- 
lepsy. Soon his ietters developed the 
fact that he became insane from the 
disease. He said that President Mc- 
Kinley had promised to help him and 
so had Foraker, but they had accom- 
plished nothing. His letters grew more 
and more bitter against the president 
of the United States, and the last one 
that Dr. Angell received contained a 
tacit threat against the life of McKin- 
ley. Dr. Angell deemed it wise to for- 
ward this to Secretary Hay so that the 
felolw could be arrested if he ever 
reached Washington. Dr. Angell re- 
ceived word today that Muller had been 
taken into custody on the grounds that 
he was a dangerous crank. _ 

Dr. Angell says that he has received 
at least a peck of letters from Muller 
on the subject, but he has destroyed all 
but the last one, which ‘went to Wash- 
ington. | 


ALL GOT A WHACK. 


Mrs. Emma Miller Says Her flusband 
Has Blown in His Money 
oh Lawyers.

What would you say, Mr. Perkins, if

It is for the first 
of those reasons that I consented to 
serve on the board of public 
Time and time again I have been asked 
to run for alderman or mayor; don’t 
say of course that I would have been 
elected; but at any rate I have been 
asked to make a try tor it. I never 
could bring myself to accept, however, 
and I am not going to do so now. There 
is one thing I think about the question 
of a choice of mayor and aldermen, and 
that is that they should not be business 
men. There are bound to come times 
when certain rightful decisions will re- 
sult in a loss of trade to the mayor or 
aldermen making. them, anid there are 
liable to be some too weak to stand the 
strain. What the city wants is officials 
unhampered by private considerations 
and who are willing to conduct muni- 
cipal affairs on a strict business basis. 
Constantly in the city government we 
see transactions which no business man 
would dream of making for himself, but 
which are all right as ‘it’s only for the 
city.’ No, this office holding is a thank- 
less job and I want no more of it.”

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ELOOD-FED ROSES. | 


Bloom in Rare Beauty in the 


They 
Vatican at Rome. 

For years the gardens of the Vatican 
at Rome have been famous for roses, 
of so deep a red that they are almost 
black, so rich in bloom, so rare in 
perfume that they rank first among 
all the roses of Europe. And now 
somebody has found out that the pope’s 
gardener is watering these famous 
flowers with blood. But there is one 
rare and beautiful plant which only 
grows upon the graves of men, and 
only springs from a soil enriched with 
human blood. Such is the tradition 
attached to the Bloody Flower of New- 
markét. Newmarket course has long 
been famous for a very ancient and 
curious trench, said to have been dug 
as 3, defense in battle and to be full 


| 


of human bones. ‘This Devil’s Ditch 
runs six miles from Reach to Dulling- 
ham, crossing the Newmarket race 
course. And here only, from the bones 
of the ancient dead, springs the bloody 
flower. This large five-petaled king- 
zup, blood red to purple, with spikes 
leaves and a thick white sap, blooms 
in June and July in great big clumps 
along the ditch. The bloom is the size 
of a half-dollar. During the season 
the ditch is visited by many hundreds 
of people, who come to pick the flow- 
ers. Indeed, the Vatican rose and the 
Bloody Flower of Newmarket are not 
the only plants which owe value and 
fame to the fertilizing of human re- 
mains. The Benedictine and Char- 
treuse liquers are both derived from 
grapes grown on ancient burial glace,
